The Service has also commissioned a 
study conducted by the National Survival 
Institute (NSD, on how the issue of water 
management was treated in primary and 
secondary schools curricula across 
Canada. Results have shown that efforts 
in this area of education were limited and 
that educators have a great need for infor- 
mation on water and other environmental 
issues. 

Environment Canada together with 
the Department of Fisheries and Oceans 
provided funding to the Canadian Wildlife 
Federation for the production of Project 
Wild, an aquatic component to their envi- 
ronmental education program. 

Funding has also been provided to 
produce a marketing package, for a 
proposed 15-part education video series 
featuring “Ricky Raindrop and Friends”. 
It introduces such characters as Astrid, 
that nasty acid raindrop, and the ever- 
phlegmatic Wet Willy (illustration), com- 
pletely bereft of ecological conscience.

For a better 
understanding of 
Canada’s Parliament 


How many Canadians are truly aware of 
how the House of Commons operates; of 
its history and traditions; of the Parliament 
Buildings’ architecture and 
ornamentation? 

It was on the initiative of the current 
Speaker of the House of Commons, the 
Honourable John A. Fraser, that the Public 
Information Office was established. Its 
mandate is to answer the increasing num- 
ber of inquiries from the general public, 
and from students and teachers in particu- 
lar, regarding the legislative process and 
the place where MP’s, Cabinet Ministers 
and Senators work. 

The Office has produced various kits, 
the contents of which vary to adapt to the 


| target audience, in particular teachers and 


students at all levels of education. Typically, 
a kit will contain a set of practical guides, 
brochures, booklets and fact sheets. 

The practical guides deal with such 
topics as the Canadian parliamentary sys- 
tem and the legislative process, the histo- 
ry of Parliament, the Memorial Chamber, 
and the federal elections. 

One of the brochures, entitled “How 
Canadians Govern Themselves”, is the 
work of Eugene A. Forsey, one of Canada’s 
foremost constitutional experts. 

New brochures are being prepared 
on a variety of topical themes: women in 
Parliament, the Canadian Constitution and 
the Committees of the House. 

The series entitled “Fact Sheets” 
touches on a wide variety of subjects, 
including Question Period, the Canadian 
parliamentary system, Parliament and tele- 
vision, and the national anthem. This 


series is illustrated and written in a 
language readily understood by the 
general public. 

The texts are printed in large type 
and some are available in braille for easier 
access by the visually impaired.

The “co-operative” education system, 
through which students can obtain both a 
formal education and work experience, 
provides students with an opportunity to 
receive training specifically geared to their 
future profession and to become better 
known among potential employers. The 
employers themselves benefit from the 
system, as they actively participate in 
recruiting potential employees. 

The increasing popularity of co-opera- 
tive education is reflected in the fact that it 


is offered in over 1,000 North American 
educational institutions and in approxi- 
mately eighty countries around the world. 

Recognizing the merits of this system, 
Employment and Immigration Canada 
launched the Co-operative Education 
Program in 1985. Developed and adminis- 
tered jointly with the provinces, this 
Program is aimed at increasing the use of 
co-operative education and thus facilitating 
job placement of graduates. 

Grant money, which has totalled $30 
million since the beginning of the 
Program, can be used to cover start-up 
and operating costs incurred by co-opera- 
tive education projects, primarily in com- 
munity colleges, CEGEP’s and 
universities. To date, 38,000 students in 73 
educational institutions have benefited 
from the Program. To meet the demand, 
it is expected that the budget will have to 
be quadrupled over the next four years. 

Educational institutions interested in 
participating should submit an application 
to their local Employment and 
Immigration Canada office, which is 
responsible for administering the Program 
in each province. After reviewing the 
application, the office passes it on to the 
Department for final approval. The maxi- 
mum contribution per project has been set 
at $200,000. This sum is generally spread 
over four years according to a diminishing 
funding formula, whereby the federal con- 
tribution can represent up to 85 per cent of 
the total cost in the first year, but must not 
exceed 35 per cent in the final year.

Assistance to 
post-secondary 
students 


Since 1968, Indian and Northern Affairs 
Canada has administered a program to 
provide education and training assistance 
for Canada’s Aboriginal peoples. The pri- 
mary objective of this program is to help 
treaty Indians, registered Indians and Inuit 
undertake post-secondary studies. 

In 1988-1989, $121.5 million in finan- 
cial assistance was divided among 15,572 
students. Eligible students receive money 
| in the form of tuition support. They also 
receive travel support, support for living 
expenses and an allowance for textbooks 
and school supplies. 

There are three categories of assis- 
tance, corresponding to the levels of post- 
secondary education: Level I: community 
college or CEGEP; Level II: undergradu- 
ate studies; and Level III: graduate studies 
or studies leading to a professional occu- 
pation (medicine, for example). 

Qualified students may also be eligi- 
ble for incentives and academic achieve- 
ment scholarships. The various Aboriginal 
organizations themselves are responsible 
for awarding these bursaries, which range 
in value from $1,000 to $3,500. 

In 1989, the Standing Committee on 
Aboriginal Affairs of the House of 
Commons conducted a review of this pro- 
gram. Following public hearings, which 
featured the participation of the Minister, 
a number of Aboriginal groups and organi- 
zations and Indian and Inuit students, the 
Committee published a report entitled A 
Review of the Post-Secondary Student 
Assistance Program of the Department of 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development. 
The Department has already made a few 
changes to the Program, and has 
published a brochure entitled Response to 
the Review of the Post-Secondary Student 
Assistance Program. Discussions are 
ongoing in an effort to develop a strategy 


for implementing the recommendations of 
the Standing Committee in their entirety.

Getting serious 


The Department of Justice is concerned 
about young people who drink and drive. 
Consequently, the Department has set out 
to raise awareness among young men and 
women of their responsibilities in this 
regard and of the legal implications of this 
offence. 

The Law Information Section has pre- 
pared an information kit entitled “Getting 
Serious” for use by teachers and students 
alike. It contains a guide and a video 
which, among other things, highlights the 
provisions and mechanisms of the law, the 
types of offence and the applicable penal- 
ties. As part of this exercise in civic edu- 
cation, a simulated trial is depicted to 
emphasize the idea even further. The kit 
is available in both English and French. A 
version has been produced for residents of 
Canada’s North, entitled “Friends don’t let 
friends...”. 


The Department has also published a 
brochure which explains the laws that gov- 
ern us and the manner in which Canada’s 
legal apparatus operates. The brochure, 
entitled “Canada’s System of Justice”, 
includes in particular a description of how 
the law seeks to establish a just balance 
between, on the one hand, the rights of all 
members of our society, and on the other, 
their obligations.

Solving mysteries 


According to the Medical Research 
Council, AIDS research is advancing 
rapidly, so rapidly in fact that rarely in the 
history of biomedical research has knowl- 
edge about an illness made such strides in 
so little time. 

The Council has prepared a new pub- 
lication on AIDS designed to attract young 
scientists to this area of research. Entitled 
“No Greater Challenge — Solving the 
Mysteries of AIDS”, the publication, to be 
distributed in universities, will look at all 
the fields of science in which AIDS 
research is being conducted, in particular 
virology, immunology and biology. The 
publication will be available in universities. 

The Council has also given its support 
to a publication entitled “A True Story”, 
whose primary goal is to provide complete 
and objective information on the use of ani- 
mals in medical research. It will contain 
answers to questions being asked with 
increasing frequently, such as: Why use 
animals to test new drugs? Where do labo- 
ratory animals come from? How are these 
animals treated? Is there no other way? 


The Medical Research Council — 
The major federal agency funding medical 
research in Canada — has just announced 
more than 236 grants totalling $14 million 
to 18 universities and research centres. 
Each year these grants are awarded to 
approximately 2,300 researchers for peri- 
ods of one to five years. 

The Council publishes an annual 
“Reference List of Health Science 
Research in Canada”, which lists all grants 
and scholarships awarded for medical 


research by federal, provincial and non- 
profit agencies. The Reference List also 
includes information on projects, 
researchers and agencies, approved bud- 
gets, and the duration of projects.

Sharing our vision 


This country’s most prominent production 
house is undoubtedly the National Film 
Board. Throughout its 50 years of history, 
it has been doing remarkable work in rep- 
resenting Canada and Canadian life here 
and abroad. Recently, the National Film 
Board has become more involved with the 
education milieu. 

The NFB produces animated films, 
documentaries and short dramas for use 
in schools at all levels. NFB Marketing 
now promotes its educational videos 
directly to classroom teachers and depart- 
ment heads, so as to ensure easy access to 
NFB resources. 

Many NFB videos are produced in 
response to educators’ ideas and needs. 
The production “Perspectives in Science”, 
for example, responds directly to the 


Science Council of Canada’s recommenda- 
tions for science education. It is an inter- 
active series of short modules and teach- 
ers’ guides which explores the relation- 
ships between pure science, technology 
and Canadian society. Another example is 
the “Growing Up” series — a 3-part sex 
education resource for 9 to 12 year-olds. 

Answering the need for material in 
media education, “Media & Society” is a 
collection of three videotapes containing 
19 NFB films or film excerpts on the 
media and their effects on contemporary 
society. The tapes are accompanied by a 
124-page Resource Guide. 

Among works for the university sector 
is “The Reckoning” series which examines 
the Canadian political economy in the con- 
text of social, political and economic trends. 

The NFB also has an ongoing publica- 
tion program whereby resource 
catalogues and video utilization booklets 
are made available to educators free of 
charge. Recent publications include: 
“Focus on Canada”, which describes a col- 
lection of films for secondary-level social 
studies, selected by educators across 
Canada; and “More Than Words”, a 
resource to help primary teachers use spe- 
cific films and videos effectively in the 
Language and Visual Arts.

Awards for university 
training in public 
health 


Training Awards for National Health 
Research and Development Program are 
given to students who have decided to 
make a career in research dealing with 
public health or health services. 

Award recipients can be associated 
with a university or a health-care institu- 
tion, but their curriculum must lead to a 
post-graduate degree requiring the de- 
fence of a thesis before a thesis committee. 

Twenty-two awards are available each 
year. They have a value of $19,800 and are 
bestowed for a maximum of two years. 

A national jury comprised of 
academics and researchers is responsible 
for reviewing the applications. The mem- 
bers of the jury decide on the basis of the 
academic record, publications, research 
work, pertinence of the thesis topic, and 
career plan of each applicant.

Federal-provincial 
agreement on 
education statistics 


The first federal-provincial agreement 
dealing with an education statistics pro- 
gram was signed recently by the federal 
minister responsible for Statistics Canada 
and by the Chairman of the Council of 
Ministers of Education, Canada. The 
agreement, which will be in force for an 
initial period of three years, is aimed pri- 
marily at improving Canadian education 
data. 

The protocol calls for the creation of a 
Canadian Education Statistics Council, to 
be co-chaired by the Chief Statistician of 
Canada and a provincial deputy minister of 
education. It will develop a primary, sec- 
ondary and post-secondary education 
statistics program that reflects the priori- 
ties of provincial education authorities. 

It is also expected that the Council 
will provide an ideal forum for the 
provinces and the federal government to 
exchange information on their respective 
activities and priorities and to develop joint 
projects or activities. 

Already, two publications have been 
announced for this spring. One presents 
data on compulsory schooling, the other 
on university-level education.

Literacy 


A 1987 survey revealed a disturbing reali- 
ty: over four and a half million adults in 
this country were unable to read or under- 
stand a drug prescription or circle the date 
of expiry on a driver’s licence. 

In its 1986 Speech from the Throne, 
the federal government had already 
voiced its commitment to make literacy 
one of its social priorities. In September 
1988, the Prime Minister announced that 
the National Literacy Program, introduced 
on a temporary basis, would henceforth 
become permanent and receive a yearly 
budget of approximately $22 million. 

Close cooperation between the fed- 
eral, provincial and territorial governments, 
the private sector, organized labour and 
volunteer groups is required to administer 
this Program. 

Since its inception, the Program has 
provided financial assistance to more than 
three hundred different projects with a 
common set of objectives and priorities: 
development of educational materials; 
improved coordination and exchange of 
information; increased public awareness; 
improved access to literacy programs; and 
research. 

Clearly, the teaching community and 
educational institutions must themselves 
join the fight for literacy. The Program 
has offered assistance to a number of 
schools and educational organizations to 
support their literacy projects. Examples 
of these include the Association of 
Canadian Community Colleges, the 
Canadian Home and School and Parent- 
Teacher Federation, the Nova Scotia com- 
munity college system and Yukon College. 

Several activities are scheduled to 
mark 1990, which the United Nations 
Organization has declared “International 
Literacy Year.”

The archives of 
Canadian diplomacy 


Do you wish to conduct research on the 
history of Canada’s international relations? 
The Historical Section of External Affairs 
and International Trade Canada could be 
of assistance. 

The mandate of the Section is to fur- 
ther understanding of the history of 
Canada’s external relations through its 
own research and publications as well as 
by assisting scholarly inquiries. 

The Section publishes a series 
entitled Documents on Canadian External 
Relations. The objective of the series is to 
make available major archival documents 
that provide a key to understanding the 
major events in Canadian diplomacy and 
how it has evolved. Currently, the series 
covers the period from 1909, when the 
Department was created, to 1946. Several 
more volumes are in preparation which 
will cover later years. 


Furthermore, academics and doctoral 
students may, through the good offices of 
the Section, gain informal access to non- 
sensitive departmental files. As a 
condition for such access, researchers 
must submit any manuscript based on 
these files to the Department for approval 
prior to publication. Thus the Department 
can protect national interests and, at the 
same time, give researchers wider latitude 
than allowed by the formal access to infor- 
mation procedure. 

The first volume of the official history 
of the Department, compiled by the Head 
of the Historical Section, John Hilliker, has 
just been published by the Institute of 
Public Administration of Canada and 
McGill-Queen’s University Press as part of 
the Canadian Public Administration 
series. This first volume is entitled 
Canada’s Department of External Affairs: 
The Early Years, 1909-1946. The second 
volume is due to appear in two years.

Canada’s Third World development assis- 
tance strategy is based on four guiding 
principles: combatting poverty (the num- 
ber one priority); building on the strengths 
which already exist in the developing 
countries; promoting partnership; and 
giving Third World development needs 
priority over Canada’s other foreign policy 
objectives. 

The Educational Institutions Program 
reflects this general approach. CIDA 
believes that Canadian universities have 
the requisite skills, experience and inter- 
est to engage in international cooperation 
activities geared to the most urgent needs 
of developing countries. 

Project proposals must be developed 
jointly by the Canadian institution and a 
partner institution in the developing coun- 
try, and must take into account both the 
needs of the partner institution and the 
interests and special skills of the Canadian 
university. 

For example, a project could be aimed 
at improving the partner institution’s abili- 
ty to administer its academic programs, 
faculty training or finances, helping it 
implement new teaching methods or 
enabling it to improve its research capabil- 
ities in areas of importance to economic, 
social or cultural development. 


The initiative for a project must come 
from the university itself, and not from 
CIDA. Moreover, projects selected for 
funding under the Program are normally 
required to obtain matching funds; that is 
to say, the university must itself be 
prepared to make a financial contribution. 
Generally speaking, projects funded under 
the Program are in the small to medium 
category, with a maximum yearly budget 
of $200,000.

Preserving Canada’s 
cultural heritage 


Established in 1872, the National Archives 
of Canada is one of Canada’s oldest institu- 
tions. As part of its goal of preserving our 
cultural heritage, the Archives acquires 
and preserves documents of national 
importance, regardless of the form they 
take: not only manuscripts, books, 
paintings, drawings, prints and maps, but 
also photographs, tapes and video record- 
ings, films and machine-readable records. 

The National Archives has set up pro- 
grams specifically geared to the university 
setting. For example, it organizes visits 
for graduate students. These visits may 
take the form of a half-day session, during 
which a group of students will have a 
chance to meet archivists from the major 
divisions: Documentary Art and 


Photography, Manuscripts, Moving Image 
and Sound Archives, Cartographic and 
Architectural Archives and Government 
Archives. Through oral and video presen- 
tations, students will become familiar with 
the various archival systems and may 
obtain advice and suggestions that will be 
of help to them in their studies and 
research. 

Arrangements can also be made for 
small groups of eight students (or fewer) 
wishing to learn more about the research 
methods used by specialists, to spend a 
few days gaining on-site experience in the 
Archives. 

The National Archives publishes a 
review entitled “The Archivist.” It is dis- 
tributed free of charge in all universities, 
but anyone else interested in obtaining a 
copy may do so. The articles are written 
by Archives specialists and deal with all 
aspects of the preservation of Canada’s 
cultural heritage.

Teaching materials 


Every year, many federal departments and 
institutions produce a large quantity of 
teaching materials designed mainly for pri- 
mary and secondary school students and 
teachers. 

The Department of the Secretary of 
State has set up an interdepartmental task 
force to prepare a complete inventory of 
these materials, gain a better understand- 
ing of their nature and scope, and study 
the various distribution methods used. 
The objective is to improve these distribu- 
tion methods and to ensure that, in their 
efforts to make young people aware of the 
different aspects of social and economic 
life, federal departments and institutions 
do not infringe on provincial jurisdiction 
with respect to education. 

The first result of the task force’s 
activity in recent months is an information 
kit comprising an itemized description of 
the teaching materials, case studies and a 
list of resource persons from the various 
federal institutions and departments 
involved.

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Research and 
publications on 
higher education 


As the year 2000 draws near, it is more 
apparent than ever that education has a 
crucial role to play in the social and 
economic development of every nation. 
The Canadian system of colleges and uni- 
versities is recognized throughout the 
world as one of the best there is. Never- 
theless, it is generally acknowledged that 
there is room for improvement in research 
on the state and evolution of our system of 
higher education. 

The mandate of the Education 
Research and Promotion Directorate is to 
contribute to the development of research 
on post-secondary education, specifically 
at the national level. 

In 1989, the Directorate launched a 
yearly publication entitled Profile of Higher 
Education in Canada, which provides 
recent data on institutions, enrolment, 
teachers, and graduates. It also includes 
international comparisons, along with 
information on the levels of participation 
of various social groups, funding, and 
expenditures for research and 
development. 

Also in 1989, the Directorate pub- 
lished a number of reports. The 1988 
Survey of International Students in 
Canadian Universities summarizes the 
main findings of a national survey 
conducted by two Carleton University 
sociologists. 

The Inventory of Research on Post- 
Secondary Education lists and describes 
applied research projects on post- 
secondary education which, over the last 
few years, have been conducted or initiat- 
ed by federal and provincial departments 
and agencies, as well as by major national 
organizations from the education commu- 
nity. 

Finally, a report entitled Student 
Finances and University Attrition, pre- 
pared by a University of Guelph 


sociologist, analyses the connection 
between the financial situation of students 
embarking on an undergraduate program 
and how long they remain in school.

Official languages in 
education 


The framework agreement between the 
federal government and the provinces for 
Minority-Language Education and Second- 
Language Instruction has been renewed 
for a five-year period. 

The federal government, through the 
provincial education systems, will 
contribute $1.2 billion to assist the 
provinces in providing programs in the 
minority language (English in Québec and 
French elsewhere) and programs in 
English or French as a second language. 

This agreement, concluded through 
the Council of Ministers of Education 
(Canada), outlines a general framework 
for the bilateral agreements that are then 
negotiated with each province and territory. 

The financial assistance from the fed- 
eral government can be used for a variety 
of expenditures, which fall into four broad 
categories: infrastructure expenses to 
support existing programs and activities; 
expenditures related to the expansion of 
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existing programs or the development and 
implementation of new programs; expendi- 
tures for teacher training and develop- 
ment, mostly by way of individual or group 
bursaries; and expenditures for assistance 
to students, through either individual bur- 
saries or the funding of extra-curricular 
activities, such as exchange schemes and 
summer camps. 

Several bilateral agreements have 
already been concluded which allow a 
wide variety of projects and activities. 
They include: 


e Newfoundland: multi-year program at 
Memorial University to train and 
retrain French teachers. 

e Prince Edward Island: construction of 
a francophone school/community 
centre in Charlottetown. 

e Nova Scotia: establishment of the 
College de l’Acadie. 

e New Brunswick: establishment of a 
Law School, a Forestry Program, a 
Public Administration Program and 
the Ecole de langues at the Université 
de Moncton. 

e Québec: establishment of new facili- 
ties for anglophone post-secondary 
institutions such as Heritage College, 
Champlain College and Bishop’s 
University. 

e Ontario: establishment of TV 
Ontario’s “la Chaine francaise”. 

e Manitoba: expansion of programs and 
facilities at College Saint-Boniface. 

e Saskatchewan: creation of an under- 
graduate program in elementary edu- 
cation at the University of Regina. 

e Alberta: expansion of the 
francophone schools in Edmonton 
and Calgary. 

e British Columbia: development of 
teacher training programs at Simon 
Fraser University and The University 
of British Columbia for the 
“Programme-cadre de fran¢ais” and 
immersion programs.
